To provide for the exceptional harvest expected in 1911, a large 
number of harvesting machines of all descriptions 
was imported. Owing to a partial failure of the 
crops a considerable proportion of these machines 
remained on hand. The greater part of the machinery was, as usual, 
of North American manufacture. Although in threshing machines 
the British manufacturer cannot be said to be losing ground, he 
nevertheless has to meet the growing competition of the United 
States, the machines of that country finding a market on account of 
their low price and, in some cases, their improved labour-saving 
devices. 

Australia takes a large share of the harvesting machinery trade 
every year, their speciality being the stripper-harvester, which is 
a machine that cuts, threshes and bags the grain in one operation. 
In certain parts of the Republic these machines are used almost 
exclusively for harvesting wheat, oats, &c. Without labour-saving 
machinery the farmer’s profits would soon reach the irreducible 
minimum owing to the high rate of wages paid to farm hands during 
harvest time.

WAR IN THE BALKANS: NOTICES TO SHIP-

REGULATIONS FOR THE MODIFICATION OF PATENTS 
IN PERU. 


H.M. Minister at Lima reports the publication of a Presidential 
Decree, dated 20th September, regulating the amplification or modi- 
fication of patents in Peru. The Decree defines amplification or 
modification as being every new amplification of the invention or 
privileged process which does not alter the principle on which the 
said invention or process is based. 

Applicants for the amplification or modification of a patent must 
pay to the Treasury a fee equal to one-half of the original patent fee, 
and, when it is necessary to obtain the decision of experts, a fee equal 
to the one payable for the certificate as to the making use of privi- 
leges must be paid. As far as possible the same experts who reported 
on the original patent shall be. employed. (C. 9,198.) 





INTERNATIONAL YEAR-BOOK OF AGRICULTURAL 
LEGISLATION. 


The International Institute of Agriculture, Rome, has just pub- 
lished (in French) its first. International Yearbook of Agricultural 
Legislation (‘ Annuaire Internationale de Législation Agricole, 
1911”), which supplies particulars of the »principal laws and regula- 
tions relating to agriculture throughout the world. The information 
is classified under the following heads :—(1) agricultural and trade 
statistics ; (2) trade in agricultural products, fertilisers and live-

TRADE OF NORTHERN NIGERIA IN 1911. 


According to the Report on the trade of Northern Nigeria for 191T 
recently published by the Colonial Office (Annual Series, No. 738), 
the foreign trade of that Protectorate has grown to considerable pro- 
portions during the past few years, and aithough it is impossible to 
give exact figures for previous years sufficient is known to show that 
there has been a large increase. 

The actual value of goods imported by commercial firms during 
1911 was £695,485, of which £409,277 reached the Protectorate by 
river through Idah, compared with £258,600 by this route in 1910;

The opening-of the railway between Baro, Kano and Lagos has had 
an enormous effect on the internal trade of the Protectorate as well as 
on the trade in foodstuffs between Northern and Southern Nigeria. 

The circulation of money due to expenditure on railway construction 
has given a considerable impetus to trade. ‘he labourer, after 
realising the power of the money. earned by him on the railway, was 
not content to be without cash on the cessation of construction work 
and sought other means of earning money. ‘The result has been the 
increased cultivation of land and a large increase in the collection of 
shea nuts for sale to the traders. 





RUBBER INDUSTRY OF BOLIVIA. 


H.M. Legation at La Paz have forwarded a translation of a report 
on the rubber industry of Bolivia by the Argentine Chargé d’Affaires 
in Bolivia from which the following is taken :— 

In spite of the lack of the means of communication necessary for 
the proper development of the rubber industry, it has nevertheless 
made considerable progress during recent years. Rubber is produced 
in three principal regions, viz., the Colonial Territory of the North 
Kast, the Department of La Paz, and the northern and eastern part 
of Santa Cruz de la Sierra. 

In the Colonial Territory, on both sides of the. Lower Beni, there 
are 26 hectares (65 acres) in exploitation, with an annual production 
of 22,000 arrobas (557,920 Ibs.) In the Upper Beni and Madre de 
Dios regions there are nine stations which produce an average of 
13,000 arrobas (329,680 lbs.). Besides these, numerous concessions, 
and even establishments, exist, the exact statistics of which cannot be 
obtained. 

In the Department of La Paz, rubber is found principally in the 
Provinces of Larecaja, Mujiecas and Caupolicin. Here the dominant 
species are ‘‘ Hevea Brasiliensis ” (Siphonia elastica), and ‘‘ Manigoba.” 
The latter exists in great abundance in a wild state in the Yungas, 
and develops with prodigious rapidity, growing 4 to 6 metres 
(16 ft. to 19} ft.) in six months, and reaching in three years a 
diameter of 15 centimetres (about 6 inches), which is sufficient to 
permit the extraction of the rubber. The industrial centre of this 
region is the town of Sorata, capital of the Province of Larecaja. 
The lack of labour hinders the making of plantations on a large 
seale, which, according to the results obtained in several trials, would 
increase the production considerably, since up to the present the 
rubber has only been obtained from natural forests. 

Besides the Northern and Eastern borders of the Department of 
Santa Cruz de la Sierra already mentioned, the third region also includes 
the Provinces of Vaca Diez, Yacuma and Iténez in the Department of 
the Beni, and Chapare in the Department of Cochabamba. In _ the 
Department of Santa Cruz, the extent of rubber-bearing land is 
calculated at 35,000 hectares (about 87,000 acres). The annual 
production amounts to 120,000 kilogs. (264,500 lbs.). In this 
region the predominant species is the “ Siphonia elastica.” The 
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species known as ‘‘ Peloto” also abounds, but the product is inferior. 
The species which are found in Cochabamba are not so good as 
those mentioned above. Moreover, the natural difficulties and the 
lack of labour there have discouraged almost all those who had 
applied for concessions in that region. 

‘The rubber-producing regions above referred to possess the following 
lines of export :— 

The Colonial Territory exports rubber vid Brazil, principally through 
the Villa Bella Custom House, but also through those at Abuné and 
Madre de Dios and minor frontier posts. 

The Provinces of Larecaja, Caupolicin, Mufecas and Yungas, in 
the Department of La Paz, export through the Custom Houses of 
Guaqui and Puerto Pérez, on the shores of Lake Titicaca, and thence 
through Peru vid Puno and Mollendo. 

The Departments of Santa Cruz de la Sierra and the Beni send 
their produce vid@ Puerto Sudrez, Tarija, Yacuiba, Oruro and 
Antofagasta. 

The conformation of the country and the lack of means of com- 
munication render difficult, and in some regions impossible, the 
production of rubber to a degree proportionate to the wealth of 
Bolivia in this article. Furthermore, the scarcity of labour is almost. 
absolute. 

The region of Bolivia which is richest in rubber has, too, a for- 
midable rival in Brazil. The deficiency of Custom Houses and 
frontier guards, and the difficulty of other communications, cause a 
large quantity of Bolivian rubber to be exported as Brazilian. 

The Bolivian product is not distinguished in the European and 
New York markets, being included with that of Peru and Brazil, 
and classified as “ Pard” and ‘“ Mollendo.” Nevertheless, in the 
immense zone bounded by the rivers Abundé, Madre de Dios, Upper 
and Lower Beni on the one side, and by the Iténez and the Mamoré 
on the other, there are superb forests of “hevea” of well-known 
quality and abundance. 

The quantity of rubber exported from Bolivia in 1910 amounted to 


3,117,650 kilogs. (6,873,171 Ibs.), valued at £2,212,284.

Certain amended regulations are prescribed regarding the restrictions 
upon the sale of intoxicating liquors, and licences for eating houses, 
tobacconists, &c. For the purposes of the present Ordinance, 
travellers or agents of vendors of wine, spirits, malt liquors, or 
tobacco resident outside Gibraltar selling such goods are required to 
be licensed.

ARGENTINA. 


In connection with that portion of the scheme for the enlargement 
Proposed Ship of the port of Buenos Aires which is locally 
inank at known as the Mitre Canal, LM. Minister at 
aatehieeeniniaaie Buenos Aires reports that the Senate has passed a 
Bill granting a concession for the construction of 
the canal to an engineer who is backed by a French bank. The 
concession, which is for a period of 75 years, will have to be agreed 
to by the Chamber of Deputies. 

The canal will start from the north channel of the Port of Buenos 
Aires, and will run along the river front to the mouth of the river 
Lujan; it will then follow the course of this river for about 18 kiloms. 
(about 11 miles), from which point a cutting will have to be made across 
the islands in order to reach the river Parana de las Palmas. The 
first section (to the mouth of the Lujan) will be between 80 and 150 
metres (262 and 492 feet) wide at the bottom, and its depth will be 
9 metres (293 teet) below mean low river level. ‘The second section 
will be 44 metres (144 feet) wide at the bottom, and its depth will be 
8 metres (26 feet) below mean low river level. 

The concessionaire is also granted a preference for the construction 
of docks, &c. at the junctions of the various streams which will flow 
into the canal, and is authorised to build warehouses, roads, 
railways, &c. 

Should the canal be constructed much of the distance to the up- 
river ports will be saved, as well as the heavy pilotage dues now 
exacted, and these two factors should more than compensate for the 
payment of the canal dues which the concessionaire is authorised to 
collect. ‘The maximum dues which can ke charged will be sixpence 
per registered ton for ortean steamers, and twcpence for ccasting 
steamers, but the actual scale of charges will have to ke suk mitted to 
the Executive for approval. (24,041.)

ARGENTINA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Buenos Aires (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of that district in 
1911, which will shortly be issued :— 


The imports of coal from the United Kingdom during 1911 show a 
Coal Trade of steady increase, due in part to the extensions of 
Seana hililale the existing railway systems, as well as to the 

‘increased number of companies producing electric 
power for the requirements of lighting and traction. 

The total quantity of coal imported from the United Kingdom into 
Buenos Aires during the year 1911 was approximately 2,500,000 tons, 
the bulk of which came from South Wales—the balance being made 
up of shipments from Hull, Newcastle and the Clyde. got QGed 
During the past year great efforts weré made to place American. 
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coal on the Buenos Aires market, but without any appreciable success 
due mainly to the unsatisfactory condition in which American coals 
turn out as compared with the British standard types of double- 
trebled screened coals. The lower f.o.b. prices quoted by North 
American coal exporters compared with Cardiff prices offer great 
inducement to consumers to experiment with the North American 
product. 

Shipments of coal from Newcastle (New South Wales) and Durban 
were also received at Buenos Aires during the year 1911, but the trade 
shows no sign of development. 

German coal, from the pits controlled by the Westphalian Syndi- 
cate, was also imported for special purposes by certain interests 
under German control, but the total quantity consumed was com- 
paratively insignificant.

In addition, the South 
Manchuria Railway statistics show that through shipments to a 
value of about £100,000 were delivered by that line to the 
Chinese Eastern Railway at Changchun, and piece-goods to the 
value of £520,000 were landed at Changchun, of which in all 
probability at least £400,000 worth were distributed in the Harbin 
district. What proportion of these goods is British it is impossible 
to state with any accuracy, but it is probably not more than 10 per 
cent. The importation of Japanese cottons, as is well known, has 
increased enormously of late years, but mainly at the expense of 
American goods. The Japanese firm which is the principal dis- 
tributor of Japanese cottons has the control of a large number of 
Japanese mills.

‘The heat and 
drought of July, especially in the Pskoff region, and the too abundant 
rains during the harvest time, more particularly in the Governments 
of St. Petersburg and Witebsk, unfavourably influenced the results, 
which are accordingly somewhat below the average in the Govern- 
ments of Novgorod, Courland, St. Petersburg and Vologda of the 
water-retting regions, and in the Governments of Yaroslav and 
Kostroma of the dew-retting regions. In the Governments of Pskoff, 
Livonia, Kovno, Witebsk, Grodno, Vilna, Smolensk, Tver, Vladimir, 
and Perm the crop is about an average one. The best results were 
obtained in the eastern zone of the flax-growing districts of European 
Russia, especially in the Government of Nijni Novgorod. _— (24,801)

H.M. Consul at Lyons (Mr. E. R. E. Vicars) reports that, owing to 
rain and a persistently low temperature durin

in Beaujolais diseases, several districts in the Beaujolai d 
d Maconnais. , seve s 1 the Beaujolais an 
- Maconnais country were compelled to complete 
their 1912 vintage prematurely, with the result that their wine was 
of a somewhat mediocre quality and of low alcoholic strength. 

In other districts where mildew had not appeared it was possible 
to wait until the wood was properly ripe; this enabled the vines to 
derive the benefit of a spell of fine dry weather at the end of Sep- 
tember, and so the vintage is of good average quality and of good 
sound body. As regards quantity, the inferior wines are abundant 
and better wines below the average. 

The total yield in France and Algeria for 1912 is barely up to the 
normal, and it is anticipated that, as 1911 stocks are very low, con- 
sumers will have to fall back on the new vintage, which will lead to a 
rise in prices for the remainder of the present year and throughout 
1913. (24,467.) 





FRENCH WEST AFRICA, 


The “ Dépéche Coloniale” (Paris) of 19th November~ contains an 
extract from the proceedings of the ‘“ Association 
Cotton Growing. Cotonniére Coloniale” on cotton growing in 
Senegal and the Sudan, from which it appears 
that 10,000 frs. (£400) was allocated to experiments in cotton grow- 
ing in the Valley of the Niger during 1912. These experiments 
were conducted on three principles, viz.:—(1) direct cotton growing 
on experimental farms; (2) experiments under a system of contracts 
with natives, in districts where the latter could be kept under strict 
observation ; and (3) a scheme of bonuses to those who could prove 
that they were increasing their production. The last-named scheme 
was the most successful and appears to be worth extending. The 
Association, adds the ‘“‘ Dépéche,” has no reason to be dissatisfied 
with the results obtained. The work has to be carried out in a 
trying climate, which calls for no small amount of physical and moral 
stamina on the part of those entrusted with the undertaking.

Moreover the Balkan war has had an injurious effect on 
the shipping trade, and this in turn has had an adverse effect on the 
trade in manufactured goods, especially in the Governments of South 
Russia. Business is a little better in the Volga and Don Territories 
and in the North of the Caucasus, but even there complaints are heard 
that the harvests are below the original estimates. On the whole textile 
prices are somewhat firm. Money is not coming in very satisfac- 
torily, but cases of non-payment of debt are not so frequent as 
last year.

F’., which means 
that the second boiling in oil is unnecessary as the fish is boiled 
during the drying process. The high temperature also reduces the 
time of drying to about 20 or 25 minutes so that smaller furnaces can 
be used. | 


The ovens hitherto used cannot maintain this high temperature on 
account of the opening of the door every time the fish are moved in 
or out. In the new design a small flap is fitted over the opening for 
each tray, and thus the temperature of the oven as a whole is not 
affected. (C. 9,291.)

FRANCE AND COLONIES. 


H.M. Embassy at Paris have forwarded the text (in French) of a 
Government Bill, which has been laid hefore the 


a Chamber of Deputies, for the establishment of a 
ow system of wireless telegraphy between France and 


the French Colonies. The Bill has been referred 
to the Budget Commission. 

The scheme outlined consists of five chains of wireless stations, 
viz., the Eastern line with stations in the South of France, in 
Tunis, Djibouti, Pondicherry and Cochin China, with a branch to 
Madagascar; the South American and African line starting from the 
same station in the South of France, connecting with stations in 
Morocco, Colomb-Béchar, Senegal, Timbuctoo, Bangui and Martinique. 
These two systems will be followed up by a connection across the Pacific, 
with stations at Noumea and Tahiti. Finally, it is proposed to erect 
a station in the West of France for communication with North 
America. It is estimated that the total cost of the complete system 
suggested will be about 20,195,000 francs. (about £807,800).

has been passed by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana prohibiting the manufacture or 
sale within the State of any boot or shoe con- 
taining, in counter, heel or soles, any substitute for 
leather, unless it is clearly stamped in English 





with a metal die showing where and by whom 
the boot or shoe- was made, and what substitute for leather has been 
used, designating the particular parts in which such substitute 
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appears. The Act does not apply to rubber boots or shoes, nor to 
the use of rubber heels, nor the use of steel, wood, &c., as the inside 
filler in the shank of a boot or shoe, nor the use of cork or cement 
between the soles. 

The text of the Act, which is to come into force on Ist. July, 1913,

is to be conducted with the harpoon, and the use of dynamite is 
entirely prohibited. 

The concessionaire agrees to pay to the Mexican Government a 
sum of 4,000 dollars (about £400) annually in advance, for which 
amount he will be allowed to employ four vessels in the fisheries. 

He must pay 1,000 dollars (about £100) for each of the next two 
vessels, and 1,500 dollars (about £150) annually for every vessel above 
six he may employ. 

The Government reserve the right to grant similar concessions for 
whale fishing in the same district if they wish to do so. (C. 9,163.)

(four), glassworks, oil mills, saw mills (ten) and soap manufactories.

This publication, which contains much more detailed and exhaustive 
information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first 
volume abstract tables for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements 
of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to each country, 
and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom. 

The third volume will contain a classification on the basis followed in 
Volumes I. and IT. of the “ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that begining with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &o, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is intended to 
be a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest 
shall be collected and classified in a form convenient for reference, and 
at which, so far as the interests of British trade permit, replies shall _be 
given to enquiries by traders on commercial matters.

Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ;

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1193. Workmen engaged in attending on the valves for sinking 
and raising pontoons in connection with the repair or decoration of 
ships. 

1194. An iron turner engaged wholly or mainly in turning 
spindles for churns. 

1195. A workman employed in a railway wagon repairing shop, 
and engaged in screwing bolts for use in the repair of railway wagons. 

1196. Workmen employed wholly or mainly in the construction 
and repair of floating pontoons. 

1198. Estate carpenters, masons and slaters described as working 
at general estate repairs to farm buildings and cottages or rebuilding 
same in the Mostyn District, North Wales, when not occupied in 
their small holdings, at hay and corn harvest, and attending local 
cattle sales or fairs. | 

In the opinion of the Umpire, workmen as above described 
cannot be regarded as employed in an insured trade ‘‘ occasionally 
only.” 

B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1191. Workmen employed by a firm of auctioneer notice board 
contractors, and engaged wholly or mainly in making or fixing up 
temporarily on premises boards stating that the premises are “To Let”. 

1192. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making and. fitting 
together wrought iron parts of small forges for heating rivets. ~ 

1197. Workmen employed in a separate forging establishment, 
and described as fettlers engaged in chipping tyre and axle blooms. 


Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter’ not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
